tion (Vote on Account) Act and the advances outstanding at the end of the 
preceding financial year being advances the estimates for which are included 
in the second budget, shall he resumed to fhe Contingency Fund as soon as the 
Appropriation Act In respect of the expenditure on the service for the whole year 
has been passed. 

Note: — A suitable explanation regarding the advance and the recoupment 
thereof shall be incorporated in the ‘Notes on Demands for Grants’. 
Wherever required, such a case will be included in the statement 
of ‘New Service’/'New Instrument of Service’ appended at the end 
of the demands.
